Forces  Influencing  the  Growth  and  Development 
of  the  City — The  influence  of  communications, 
transport  and  the  effect  of  technological  spe- 
cialization and  interdependence. 


Political  Action — The  influence  of  special  interest 
groups,  parties  and  institutions  on  political 
action  in  Metro. 


Revenues  and  Responsibilities — The  powers, 
revenues  and  expenditures  of  local  government 
as  a determinant  of  development  and  organiza- 
tion in  the  metropolitan  area. 


The  Future  of  the  Metropolis — The  physical  form 
and  organization  of  the  metropolis;  the  respon- 
sibilities of  citizens,  public  and  private  organi- 
zations.
